The warrant was sworn out by his aged | 


mother yesterday afternoon in the court 
of Justice of the Peace Edgar H. Orr. 
The boy had been held in the _ police 
station on the charge of disorderly con- 
duct made by ‘his mother and_ sister, 
but when the warrant was taken out he 
was transferred to the Tower.

It will be remembered 
young Smith made several 
against his mother and sister when he 
was put behind bars. He confessed that 
he had fought his mother and sister, and 
ohne time he threw a shoe with 
great force at her. 

He seems voOid of any YJove for his 
folks, but. said he loved his father. who 
is dead. He cursed with the utmost 
abandon, and his mother and sister came 
in for the greater portion of his. vile 
and varied assortment of oaths. 

When asked for the cause of his wrath 
against his family, he said they objected 
to his marriage with a 14-year-old girl 
whom he loved. He refused to give the 
name of the girl, and said when he got 
out of prison. he would marry her, and 
kill his mother and sister. 

The boy was held in the police station 
for several aays, it is thought. in the 
hope that he would repent, and the 
attorney for his mother saw him several 
times, and had talks with him. The poy 
seemed to harden behind bars, and said 
he would never humiliate himself by re- 
penting. 

His mother called on him yesterday 
afternoon before taking out the peace 
warrant and had another talk with him. 
Young Smith listened to ner talk, anda 
then begged her for a package of cigar- 
ettes, saying he had suffered greatly tor 
the want of them since being behind 
bars.

The buyer pays for goods he | 
never gets and the seller sells things | 
he never owns. The transaction isj| 
simply this: If cotton goes up next 
month I will pay you all it advances; | 
if it goes down you must pay me all it 
declines, below its present value. This | 
is agreed upon to a certain number 
of bales. A commission to be pald | 
the bucket shop. In commfssions alone 
the speculators are paying annually 
thirty millions of dollars to suport these 
shops. Now add the losses of the peo- | 
ple, easily estimated at one hundred mil- 
lion and you readily see how these fake 
“‘vet-rich-quick’’ concerns damage our 
country. 

The man who tries to beat the bucket 
shop will meet with great difficulty, as 
even the quotations are said to be nearly 
always doctored in favor of the bucket 
shop. Now and then a big winning is al-

CROP REPORT FOR THE WEEK. 


Temperatures Were High Through- 
out the State—Crops in Good 
Shape. 

The government climate and crop bul- 
letin for Georgia for the past week tells 
the condition of crops in the state in the: 
following general review: | 
“Unreasonable high temperatures pre-| 
vailed over the state the past week. od 
most sections, except over a belt in the 
east-central portion where no rainfall 
occurred, local showers were general; in | 
the majority of instances, however, they | 
were insufficient to meet the needs of | 
vegetation, and some injury to crops re-| 
sulted. The growth of cotton during | 
the week was generally satisfactory in| 
some sections the plants are fruiting | 
well, while in others too much weed | 
continues to develop and the fruiting is | 
slow; the laying by of the crop is in| 
progress over the state, being near com-| 
pletion in the south, where the bolls are. 
beginning to open in early fields. Some | 
fields are still very grassy and scattered | 
localities report further damage by lice, | 
rust and shedding. Fodder pulling has| 
begun and is making considerable head- | 
way in the southern section; late corn’ 
has improved and js generally in zood | 
condition. The dropping and rotting of 
peaches continue. The melon season js | 
nearing a close in the south; further 
north the crop ig being marketed, yield 
fair to good. The saving of hay under 
favorable conditions is in progress in 
many sections. The pea crop is very 
promising. Gardens and mino- crops are 
doing well except in some localities 
where suffering for rain.”
